Aooordlng to all accounts tLe pres- 
ence at Ladysmlth of the long tangs 
naval guns and the splendid 'shoottcg 
Df the blue jackets have materially Ira- 
proved the position of the British. A 
tenporary "amytstlce xtaa declared 
Monday evening, to allow of the col- 
lection of the dead and wouudod. 

A dispatch from Klmberley, dated 
Oft.

Qovernment of the Islands Should B» 
Gradually Transferred to FllU 
plaos I iiclcr Ainprl<-uii Rule 
8uy» 3Ir. bcliurmuuu. 



. »'WafclilneV)o, Xov. 8.— With the fi'.'b- 
mlBBlon of 'tlieir preliminary report to 
the president members ot the commis- 
sion felt at liberty for the first time 
since their arrival in the United States 
to partly discuss the subject of tlMlr 
investigation in the Philippines. 

"I wish you could say for me," said 
Admiral Dewey, "that I Indorse every 
word of the commission's report. I 
can say this with perfect propriety for 
the reason that 1 did not write. It was 
written by the literary members ot tha 
commission after full and free confer- 
ence between us, but on every conclu- 
sion reached we were utianimous. It 
is an absolutely truthful representa- 
tion ot all that has happened and ot 
the existing situation. 

"There has never been a moment 
since the first gun was flred that th« 
United States could have withdrawn 
from the lalanda and the reasons set 
forth in the report as to why perma- 
nent American control is essential are. 
in my opinion, immovable. There is 
no other alternative. That the Tag- 
aloa are realising it ia shown by the 
rapid disintegration from Aguinaldo'a 
ranks. 

"The later advices show a very de- 
cided Improvement in the situation. I 
look for an early termination ot the 

war. In fact I firmly believe that the 
bottom has dropped out of the insur- 
rection." 

"As soon as the Tagalo Insurrection 
Is suppressed," said President Schur- 
mann, "the United States should im- 
mediately establish a government to 
be administered at first under the di- 
rection of the war department, but by 
successive stages to ,flna]l;[ fap placg # 
in theWds'of tiiTTRlpllBnlillf^ 
American sovereignty. 

"My Idea is that there should be 
prograaaive self-government and p 
gradual development of home govern- 
ment as the Filipino b( comes more ex- 
perienced in political affairs and suffi- 
ciently educated to understand the 
questions with which he has to deal. 
What the character of this government 
should be is a matter which has not 
been touched upon by the commission 
in ita prallBlnarsr atatement I will 
not say that It has not been consid- 
ered, for It has. It has proposed to 
deal carefully with this matter in the 
report of the commission. 

"I should think at first there snould 
be a good governor general appointed 
by the president who should be assist- 
ed in administeiing the affairs of tlie 
island by a cabjnet composed of repre- 
sentative men'ot the several tribes. 
This would eventually develop Into 
the legislature of the archipelago. The 
provlnc should l)e administered by 
Americans or by educated Filipinoa 
under American guidance and the 
cities and towns by 'uayors elected by 
the people possessing certain educa- 
tional or property qualifications or 
both as may be determined. It seema 
to me that the constitution proposed 
for the island of Negros hy the com- 
mission ^s an excellent instrument to 
consider in connection with the gov- 
ernment to be given the Island of 

LUSOB."

Clothing baa advanced, ao have boots 
and shoes, dress goods, cottons and 
groceries. Here's an advertisement taken 
from a Cincinnati paper yesterday. 
"Groceriaa are advancing. Every day ire 
get notices of an advance in price on al- 
most everything in our line. We have 
advised our customers from time to time 
to lay in their suppliaa. Many of them 
have taken advantage, but .those who 
have not had better get in quick." 

And eo the thing goes. Trusts and 
combines are flourishing, but workmen's 
wages have not been advanced and term 
prodoota, with one or two exceptions

HofSTON, Te.\.\s, November 2. — In an 
opinion affirming the j>iilt;ment of the 
lower court, which forfeits the charter of 
the San Antonio 6sa Company bscause 
that company became a member of a 
local combine to control the jinvate and 
public lighting of San Antonio, Judge W. 
8. Bly, of the Fourth Sute Court of Civil 
Appeals, said :' 

' If the combination was made and its 
object waa in restrain of trade and to 
create a monopoly the statute Idenounces 
it, no matter whether the immediate 
result of the combination may be the 
temporary redaction of prices. To fix by 
combination a rate lower than one that 
has prevailed carrieil with it the power 
end ability to establish higher onea, and 
the object of the statute is to fra«ba8i> 
nesB ami commerce from hcinj? controll- 
ed by combinatiouB. It does not matter 
that the iumodiate result of dombina- 
tion may be a reduction in the price of 
commodities, a dangerous arbitary power 
has been lodged in its hand by which 
the business of the country may be ab- 
solutely dominated and prices arbitrarily 
controlled, regardless of the laws of trade 
or*tbe rales of aapply and demand.

A»i HU Rcairkakl* PrttMt Agaiut the 
BeflUiran Poliry of Imporialim. 
A Waruing Svanded.

It ia a serious rt flection upon the ca- 
pacity or tbe oouraica of Amerirto atatet- 
mra and poHtieluM that It was reaemd 
for a churchman, Bishop Potter, to make 
the etronjjeet protoet yet iiclirtred against 
the policy of imperialism in a republic. 
No other Am«ricaa baa rom ao straight 
to tbe foadamtntal objeotiona to this 
poli("5', or has presented the argument 
axainat it so positively, impressively and 
ably as did this perfectly unbiased, fear- 
laaa, lnd«p«Bd«iit Bapablioan taaoLer of 
oiorala and raligioii in hia nddr«aa at St 
Paul. 

Bishop Potter said that while it is im- 
probabla that we ahall change our 
ayatam of Qoremmeot, "notbiog is more 
entirely poaaible than that a nation 
which atill preaervea the forms of demo- 
eratie govvmment may in time iubordi- 
natathem to methods of its adminittra* 
tion which sooner or later will bring tbe 
substance of Imparialiim along with 
tham." 

The thir^r that destroyed Rome, said 
the Bishop, "was her loss of homogen- 
eity," and he warned our people that "if 
we penlat In diluting oar dviUaation too 
largely, the leaolt neada ao pn^het to 
foretell." 

"We may have territorial expansion 

and material prosperity, and for a time, it 
may be, we shall have that possession 
which, in tlie mere dream of it, baa be* 
gun to inflame our people with a atranfle 



inebriety— 1 mean world-wide supremacy 
— but in the winning of it we shall have 
loet every distinguishing characteristic of 
a free and self-governing people. 

"Is it worth while?" 

It ia this danger to onraelvea— the bad 
effect upon our country and its govern- 
ruent of a polifj' of military exparihion — 
upon which the world laid greatest stress 
when the project for rrtaioing the Phil' 
ippines was first broached. 

It may be good or bad for tbe Filipinos 
to be ruled from Wa* bington, but it will 
inevitably he demoralizing to us to rule 
them. With the inextinguishable pas- 
sion for freedom, surviving among that 
subject people, says the Bishop^ "there 
must be hosta of troops and scores of 
Governors and the organization of armies 
and staffs and military courts for nolxidy 
knows Jatt how many islands." 

What is this but the siibsfance of des- 
potism under the shadow of Republican 
ism, and in thia vaat expansion of our 
spoils system the Biphop truly pays that — 

"The source from which platforms, 
candidatea and poliriea emanate is liable 
to become more and more controlled by 
those with whom personal interests are 
the supreme motives and personal gains 
tbe supreme ends. Will the stream rise 
higher than its aonreef 

Bishop Potter'i impressive warning 
may not weigh with Mr. McKinley 
against the shonta of unthinking crowds 
at railway stations, but in the end it will 
be seen that he spoke for tbe conscience 
and tbe common acnae of the American
